..s,»te  vara  plaoad  in  support  of  C5/GVN  o cabined  operations  and  training 

upgrads  tha  affeotlveneas  of  GVN  forces;  to  seek  out  and  destroy  VC/ 

NVa  force*;  to  interdict  enemy  baaa  area*  and  infiltration  routes;  to 
uataot,  capture  or  destroy  members  of  tha  local  Viet  Cong  infrastructure  and 
their  sympathisers;  to  disrupt  routes  of  supply  between  mountain  base  camps 
and  rice  producing  lowlands  and  population  oanters;  and  to  support  tha  Thus 
Thien  Pro  Tine#  Accelerated  Pacifica tloa  Pro gran.  During  the  latter  part 
of  the  reporting  pariod,  division  forces  wars  repositioned  in  preparation 
for  quick  raaatlonto  eaaay  attempts  to  harass  tbs  populated  lowland  araaa 
during  the  Tat  holiday  period. 

2.  The  Ccablnad  Canpaiga  Objectives  Plan,  formulated  in  cooperation 
and  oloae  coordination  with  of flalnls  of  the  1st  AR7N  Division,  Thus 
This*  Prorinoe  and  vector,  was  Inplsmented  under  0P0RD  13-69  (RANDOLPH 
GLD)  to  make  available  tha  rasouroea  of  tbs  101st  Alrboraa  Division 
(Airmobile)  at  prorinc*  and  district  laval  ia  a  resourceful  and  responsive 
manner  In  order  to  strengthen  and  aocalsjete  afforts  by  tha  Govomaat  of 
Vietnam.  Tha  objectives  of  tha  plan  are  to  establish  s  coordinated  aystma 
of  territorial  security,  Increase  the  level  of  henlet  security  and  develop¬ 
ment,  develop  a  dependable  end  responsive  coanntmications  system,  deny 
resources  to  the  enemy,  end  assist  in  coordination  between  US  end  GVN  egeaclss 
(See  Operation  RANDOLPH  GLEN).

(b)  Operation  NORTON  FALLS  continued  to  lamination  during  the 
reporting  period.  During  the  operation,  controlled  by  the  3d  Brigade 
In  coordination  with  the  2d  Regiment  of  the  1st  ARVN  Division^ 
the  1- 506th  and  2- 506th  Inf  Battalions  were  deployed  north  to  Quamg  Tri 
Province  to  conduct  screening  and  quick  reaction  operations  vast  and 
northwest  of  Vandergrlft  Combat  Etase  (TDOO2488)  to  support  the  redeploy¬ 
ment  of  the  3d  Marine  Division  (- ) .  Operation  NORTON  PALLS  uns  targeted 
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against  elements  of  the  246th  and  31st  NVA  Regiments.  In  phase  I  of  the 
operation,  the  3d  Brigade  moved  by  IEAF  0123  aircraft  from  Camp  Evans 
to  Mai  Loc  Special  Forces  Caap  (YD090512).  In  phase  II,  the  3d  Brigade 
Initiated  screening  operations  with  a  two  battalion  combat  assault  into 
areas  west  and  northwest  of  Vandergrift  Combat  Base. 

The  operation  vos  characterized  try  extensive  use  of  six  man  recon- 
naiusa. ice* patrols  throughout  the  AO  to  monitor  enemy  activity.  Addition¬ 
ally,  cati&lions  conducted  continuous  airmobile  reconnaissance- in- force 
■■  eratiensi  In  areas  of  suspected  oneny  activity.  These  tactics  enabled 
,ne  brigade  to  maintain  a  screen  with  minimum  forces  over  an  unusually 
large  area  of  oper*' " ion  while  retaining  the  flexibility  required  to  react 
to  intelligence. 

On  2  October,  the  1-506tb  Inf  and  2-506th  Inf  air- assaulted  into 
multiple  LZs  and  established  CPs  ut  fire  support  baseB  at  XD857591  and 
ID923623,  respectively.  Both  units  conducted  extensive  RIP  operations 
in  their  AO*, 

No  contact  was  made  in  the  1- 506th  Inf  AO. 

At  021600  hours,  vicinity  of  XD923623,  C/2- 506th  Inf  received  AE47  and 
RPG  fire  from  an  estimated  enemy  platoon  occupying  fortified  positions. 
Results  of  the  fire  were  four  OS  KIA  and  two  OS  VIA.  At  091700  hours,  one 
aero-rifle  platoon  from  2- 17th  Cav  engaged  an  enemy  force  of  undetermined 
size  occupying  caves  in  the  vicinity  of  ID’1 /83641  •  Contact  vas  broken  at 
1733  hours.  Results  were  six  NVA  killed,  one  OS  KIA  and  one  OS  VIA,  At 
180942  hours,  a  recon  team  from  2/3/0/ 2- 506th  Inf  observed  an  estimated 
force  of  30  enmsy  cutting  trees  and  constructing  bunkers  in  the  vicinity 
of  0901467.  ARA,  artillery,  and  tac  air  were  employed,  resulting  in  an 
estimated  20  enemy  killed.  During  Operation  NORTON  FALLS,  the  enemy 
generally  avoided  decisive  engagement  and  relied  upon  stand-off  attacks 
consisting  of  RPG  and  mortar  fire.  Friendly  casualties  were  light.  Re¬ 
sults  of  Operation  NORTON  FALLS  were*  65  enemy  KIA,  one  ?V,  29  individual 
and  crew-served  weapons  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  5  CS  KIA  and  19 
US  VIA.

(b)  Operation  SATURATE,  conducted  in  cooperation  arid  coordination  vith 
AP.7*'  and  Thua  Thier.  Sector  forced  nr.d  targeted  ftgairul  elements  of  the  5th 
N V 1  Regiment's  K4  Battalion  and  VC  infrastructure  in  Phu  Thu  District, 
jui  terminal- d  during  the  reporting  period.  The  primary  missions  of  the 

-it ion  were  to  conduct  combined  US/GVN  operations  and  training  to  in¬ 
crease  the  effectiveness  of  GW  forces,  destroy  eneny  forces,  installations,  and 
equipment j  counter  enemy  attacks  on  military  installations  and  romlated 
ureas  in  Phu  Loc  District;  and  assist  in  pacification  and  development 
operations.  On  6  October,  during  sweep  operations,  C/1-327th  Inf  observed 
eight  VC  sitting  on  top  of  a  hut  (TD867190).  The  enemy  force  was  engaged 
with  small  arms  fire,  bat  did  not  return  the  fire.  A  sweep  of  the  area 
revealed  one  VC  KIA,  seven  PW,  and  seven  individual  weapons  captured.  The 
eight  enemy  personnel  included  the  leader  and  four  remaining  members  of  the 
3d  District  Special  Action  Unit,  a  political  cadre  member  of  the  5th  District 
Party  Cownittee,  and  two  local  hamlet  guerrillas.  The  interrogation  of  the 
3d  District  Special  Action  Unit  leader  provided  information  which  led  to 
the  capture  of  three  members  of  the  3d  District  Party  Committee,  one  of 
whom  was  fclao  the  leader  of  the  5th  District  Special  Action  Unit.  The 
interrogation  of  these  three  individuals  eventually  led  to  the  capture  of 
nineteen  other  VC  sympathizers,  support  personnel  and  communication-liaison 
agents. 

Information  received  frem  three  ratmbers  of  the  Phu  Vang  District  Special 
Action  Unit*  a  ^  local  force  unit,  of  whom  two  had  rallied  and  one  had  been 
captured  during  Operation  SATURATE,  revealed  that  of  the  eighteen  original 
members  operating  in  Phu  Thu  prior  to  Operation  SATURATE,  only  three  to 
sir  remained  in  the  district  at  the  completion  of  Operation  SATURATE.  As  a 
result,  the  activities  of  the  lowland  component  of  the  Phu  Vang  District 
Special  Action  Unit  were  severely  dlsruptod  and  the  unit's  combat  effective¬ 
ness  greatly  reduced. 

The  operation  significantly  affected  the  party  leadership  of  Phu  Luong 
Village  and  its  subordinate  hamlets.  The  village  party  chairman  and  one  of 
his  party  cadrenen  were  killed  during  October  ly  the  reconnaissance  platoon

The  Vinh  Thai  Village  cnierrilla  unit  lender  was  eept»u*r,d  -dt;.  tvo 
o+her  guerrillas  d'lrlng  October  >tnd  a  mmaber  of  the  vil'.i.ge  security 
uorti  rallied  <.:•  the  uVN,  The  success  of  Operation  SAT  ^  -  Is  re¬ 
flected  in  u  slcy.i  ficar.t  reduction  in  the  overall  number  of  or.er.y  forces 
operating  in  Phu  "hu  restrict. 

During  Operation  SAT'J:ATF.,  there  were  virtually  nc  enemy  initiat¬ 
ed  .isti.Titles.  Of  56  contact'-,  only  5  were  enemy  initiated  r.d  -sost 
of  those  occurred  during  the  hours  of  darkness.  The  enemy's  offensive 
activity  was  generally  limited  to  the  employment  of  mines  and  hoot;/ 
traps,  and  most  of  these  had  been  mipleced  long  before  Opera*  i-n  SA’ IRATE. 
Operational  totals  for  the  1- 327th  Inf  during  Operation  SAT  '.’.ATS  were 
eight  VC  CIA,  nine  PW,and  16  individual  weapons  captured.  The  'cat taller,

3.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  division  received  the  ;-ii191  weapon 
system  consisting  of  the  66cn,  4- tube  Xl-1202  rocket  launcher  and  the  XI 174 
incendiary  rocket  in  4  round  clips.  29  launchers  and  240  clips  were  received 
for  evaluation.  The  system  is  a  lightweight  ,  direct  fire,  flame  weapon

Tne  Increase  in  the  number  of  iasidents  was  a  direct  result  of  initial 
efforts  by  the  VCI  to  prepare  the  lowlands  for  e  reported  enemy-initiated 
wir ter-spring  offensive  during  early  1970.

■'.5)  During  tba  first  two  weak*  of  Decaaber,  there  vara  raports  that 
t)>e  h'.glser  level  VC  I  aadra  had  sored  out  of  the  lowlands  into  the  piedmont 
eri  canopy  areas  of  Thus  Thian  (P)  to  receive  political  re  indoctrination. 
During  tba  third  weak  of  Daomsbar,  these  cadre  ware  reportedly  tack  in  the 
lowlands,  conducting  further  relndootrination  Beatings  with  tbs  lower  level 
VCI  cadre.  On  13,  15,  18,  and  30  December  1969,  525th  MI  Group  agent  re¬ 
ports  ware  received  concerning  Tillage  and  hamlet-level  meetings  in  Quang 
bien  (D),  Huong  Tra  (D),  and  Fhu  Loc  (D).  The  aubjact  of  these  meetings 
seemed  to  follow  that  portion  of  C08VN  Resolution  Nine  that  deals  with  the 
GVN/PVdHAF  Pacifioation  Program.  Resolution  Nina  states  that,  "the  pacifi¬ 
cation  and  Chieu  Hoi  programs  are  most  serious  threats."  The  resolution 
stresses  that  these  programs  ahould  be  neutralised  in  order  to  prevent  the 
"Vietnaaization"  of  the  war.  All  cadre  ware  ordered  to  participate  in 
terrorist  and  assassination  aotlrltles.  It  was  also  decreed  that  local 
cadre  must  penetrate  political  and  social  organisations,  to  include  the 
People’s  Self  Defense  force  (P8QP).  It  was  further  stated  that  "reactionary 
and  stubborn  pern cma  sust  be  purged." 

c.  The  month  of  January  1970  showed  a  30%  decrease  in  reportable  VCI 
incident*  over  the  month  of  December  1969.  The  majority  of  the  VCI  inci¬ 
dents  reported  involved  the  collection  of  rice  and  other  foodstuff*.  The 
increase  in  intelligence  collection  Incidents  (as  Illustrated  in  December 
and  January  incident  charts}  wee  significant  and  probably  indicative  of  the 
last  phase  of  preparation  for  the  winter-spring  offenalre  of  1970. 

(1)  During  January  1970,  127  VCI  cadre  were  eliminated  by  GVN  and 
Allied  operations  within  Thus  Thlaa  (P).  Of  this  number,  39  eliminations 
were  considered  reportable  under  currant  MACV  standards.

The 
msaber  of  available  channel*  and  ton*  code*  la  inereaaed  by  making 
tpaxiem  uae  of  available  terrain  aaak. 

c.  During  tbs  reporting  period,  four  enllated  non  received  on-tbe- 
'  '.v  t  raining  with  the  25th  Inf  Div  in  the  operation  and  aaintenanoe  of 

..i  battlefield  area  surveillance  ayateai  (BASS).  The  BASS  la  currently 
in  operation,  with  the  autmatie  relay  position  located  at  PB  Puller  end 
the  terminal  portion  located  at  Red  Devil  Con  bat  Baas.  The  four-nan 
enlisted  crew  is  integrated  with  the  l-5th  Mach  Div  aenaor  element  pro¬ 
viding  ground  read-out  of  s sneer  strings  in  tha  101st  Airborne  Division 
(Airmobile)  reconnaissance  zone,  as  well  as  tbs  l-5th  Mach  Div  AO.  As 
a  result  of  this  operation,  the  c cabined  Monitor  teas  at  PB  Puller  wee 
no  longer  required,  and  peraonnel  have  bean  returned  to  their  unite. 

d.  During  the  reporting  period,  positive  results  have  bean  ob¬ 
tained  by  an  bushing  sensor  devioe*  with  Claymore  AP  sines.

a.  Tha  aamsor  analog  relay  system  (SABS)  reported  in  use  during 
the  last  reporting  period,  has  proven  too  fragile  for  employment  cm 
artillery  fire  support  bases  or  on  hills  which  experience  high  winds.

were  reported  to  artillery  fire  direction  centers  for  the  emnloynent  of 
.'Iras  or  to  aubemotor  headquarters  to  facilitate  rapid  deployment  of  forces 
to  intercept  enemy  movement. 

5.  Counter  intelligence  section. 

a.  inuring  the  reporting  period,  the  Cl  Section,  101st  Military  Intelli¬ 
gence  Company,  101st  Airborne  Division  (Airmobile)  engaged  in  a  variety  of 
activities  in  support  of  its  primary  mission  of  safeguarding  the  division 
from  enemy  sabotage,  espionage  and  subversion.  Cl  inspections  of  unit  per¬ 
sonnel,  documents, and  physical  security  programs  were  conducted  to  detect 
vulnerable  areas  subject  to  enemy  exploitation.  Cl  agents  monitored  the 
division  bsse  camp  security  program  to  detect  enemy  agents  among  VN  per¬ 
sonnel  and  third  country  nationals  employed  ty  the  division.  Frequent 
liaison  was  conducted  with  Allied  intelligence  agencies  to  obtain  information 
pertinent  to  the  division.  Other  types  of  investigation  were  conducted  to 
increase  personnel  security  within  the  division.

1.  General.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  division  support  comnand 
(  I5CG.  )  supported  Division  Operation  RfiltiBLIC  SwLAHE  (1  tlov  -  6  Dec  69) 
and  luiNDOLPH  GLEN  (7  Dec  69  -  present).  Logistic  support  for  these  opera¬ 
tions  was  provided  through  the  DISCO: .  F33fis  under  the  area  support  concept.

a.  During  the  reporting  perlo*,  the  Airlaln  ao*leal  supply  off  lee 
(EMSO)  ooatlsue*  to  preriAe  offloiwt  ae*ioal  supply  support,  aalntalaiag 
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*  92$  fill  far  the  period.  The  DMSO  presided  supplies  for  23  units,  in¬ 
cluding  B  and  C  Companies,  326th  Mediae!  Battaliam,  which  provide  direct 
■edicel  supply  support  to  the  2d  aid  3d  Brigade*.  Supplies  for  1st  Bri- 
gsde  unite  and  So* pa  117  1  wire  provided  directly  by  the  DMSO  at  Camp 

**gle. 


b.  During  the  period,  weather  affected  requests  for  certain 

0 lassos  of  supplies.  The  demand  tor  medication  for  treating  upper 
respiratory  infections  and  other  damp  weather  afflictions  imoreased 
3 -gnlficantly. 

c.  Mid-January  was  dssigaated  as  the  "Get  Set  for  T#t"  period, 
during  the  week  beginning  12  January  1970,  the  IMSO  precessed  over  550 
requests  for  medical  supplies. 

d.  Battalion  medical  services.  The  air  smbulamce  platoon  continued 
to  provide  aeromadloal  evacuation  support  to  the  101st  Airborne  Division 
(Airmobile),  the  1st  Brigade,  5th  Infantry  Division,  Mechanized, 

and  to  ARVN  forces*  The  majority  of  the  support  was  furnished  from 
Camp  Sagle.

AM  and  FM  RMI  stations  vers  also  maintained.  2*  fulfilling  the  direct 
support  crypto  maintenance  mission,  the  501st  Signal  Battalia*  com¬ 
pleted  521  work  orders.  BA  support  was  provided  for  ths  Bob  Hope 
Show  and  37  other  esmmitmsmta.  The  four  division  MARS  stations  com¬ 
pleted  6,725  phene  patches. 
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K.  (U)  Engineer. 

1.  General.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  326th  Engineer  Battalion 
(Airmobile)  continued  to  provide  general  and  direct  eupport  to  the  di  vi  ■  1  on . 
Several  firebaeea  were  reopened,  acceae  roada  to  flrebaaea  were  maintained, 
the  majority  of  the  Phu  Thu  road  upgrade  waa  acccmpliahed,  and  oxtenalve  mine 
eweep  and  clearing  operatlona  were  conducted  along  LOC  and  in  the  Mai  Loe, 

Camp  Carrol,  and  Phong  Dlen  area  a.  Combined  TOC*  were  coo  a  true  ted  in  the 
Phong  Dlen  end  Phu  Loc  dietriote  in  eupport  of  cabined  CB/CVH  operetlooe. 
Project  LmSAPIR  continued  during  the  period  with  e  total  of  41  landing 

zi:  ea  con  a  true  tad  or  improved.  The  battalion  continued  to  provide  boata  and 
cp  .-atare  in  eupport  of  riverine  operatlona  in  the  Phu  Thu,  Pohl  Bridge  and 
An  !o  Bridge  areas. 

2.  Civic  action  and  combined  operatlona. 

a.  Clvio  action  during  the  period  wae  primarily  of  a  derivative  rather 
than  a  direct  nature,  with  the  exception  of  the  MEDCAJP  ectivitiee.  The  bettal- 
lon  aurgeon  conducted  tri-weekly  visits  to  Hue  Hospital,  where  he  provided 
surgical  aaaiatance  and  instruction  to  medical  students  in  training.  The 
MIDCAP  team  conducted  weakly  visits  to  the  Cu  Chanh  refugee  village.  Approx¬ 
imately  3$  people  ware  treated  on  eeeh  trip.  A  health  worker  haa  bean  trained 
through  this  program.  Three  SEA  huts  ware  relocated  from  the  Gla  Le  arms 

to  the  Hue  Boy  Scout  Camp  by  Conpaay  B  for  use  aa  an  administration  end  mesa 
facility. 

b.  Upgrading  of  th'  «  Thu  Road  from  the  vicinity  of  the  O'Reilly 
Bridge  along  the  trace  «.

HHC  vaa  tasked  with  several  independent  projects  aa  follows:

graded,  ooapactad,  and  traatad  with  dnat  palliative.  Tha  airstrip  w».s  su»- 
sequsntly  marked  and  la  now  opan  to  traffic.  Tha  training  area  will  rar.-  i 
ndd<+i:ai  spot  compaction  and  further  dust  palliative  treatments  ns  a 
meal*  of  frequent  usa  and  affaata  of  vat  vaathar. 

Responsibility  for  aaintaaaaoa  and  upgrading  of  tha  FB  Blrmingharr 
access  road  vaa  assumed  fro*  Company  C  during  tha  period.  Tbs  project  Is 
being  held  at  30f  completion  daa  to  tha  saturated  soil  conditions.  Equip¬ 
ment  assets  wars  diverted  to  higher  priority  projects.  This  project  will 
be  completed  during  the  next  reporting  period. 

e.  Work  on  tha  Eagle  Paraonnel  Canter  hook  pad  vaa  initiated,  but  was 
delayed  due  to  saturated  soil  conditions  and  diversion  of  equipment  to 
higher  priority  tasks.

a.  Observation:  Aerial  delivery  ty  OlB  aircraft  has  proven  an  affective 
method  of  emplacing  sensor  devices. 

L.  -valuation:  Techniques  have  be  n  developed  by  which  sensor  devices 
can  be  accurately  emplaced  by  a  tear,  of  two  CIS  aircraft  flying  in  tandem 
formation.  The  lead  aircraft,  i/ith  the  door  removed,  is  maneuvered  into 
position  over  the  target  area.  The  observer,  at  the  corrand  of  the  pilot, 
drops  one  saoke  canister  and  three  sensor  devices,  followed  by  a  second 
stoke  canister,  all  in  rapid  su  cession.

4.  Corbin ed  U3/GTO  intelligence  operations. 

a.  Observation i  GUN  forces  possess  mmerous  Intelligence  sources  which 
can  be  made  aocesslble  to  US  forces. 

h.  Evaluation i  To  understand  and  appreciate  the  techniques  of  GVN 
intelligence  gathering  and  processing,  US  forces  must  continually  work  with 
GVN  forces.  Close  coordination  will  enable  IB  forces  to  stay  abreast  of 
tha  situation,  provide  reciprocal  assistance  and  establish  rapport  with 
the  CVN  agencies.  US  forces  should  not  dissolve  liaison  with  GW  forces 
upon  redeployment  from  a  district.  A  properly  orlsnted  team  should  remain 
collocated  with  the  GW  agencies  and  continue  liaison. 

o.  Rec emendation  i  Liaison  team  members  should  be  given  several  days 
of  training  in  the  brigade  TOC  concerning  communications  and  reporting  pro¬ 
cedures  and  must  understudy  the  individuals  whom  they  will  replace.  Tha  bri¬ 
gade  comander  and  staff  must  frequently  visit  thses  teams  in  order  to  update 
than  and  to  insure  their  efficient  operation.

and  ight  discipline,  and  reduced  alertness  often  occurs  when  hs  soldiers 
are  r.ot  properly  integrated  vith  «J  units,  fhe  estatlishnent  of  a  "buldy 
system  ,  to  lij  sol-’ier  with  one  nr'  soldier,  allows  the  hF  soldier  to  ob¬ 
serve  pro:  techni  ;ues  -nd  encourages  hi.-;  to  participate  ir.  all  aspects 

of  the  operation.  hen  the  i-F  soldier  performs  the  same  tashs  as  his  u'3 
counterpart,  his  overall  effectiveness  increases. 

c.  recommendation:  That,  during  combined  TE/GVN  operations,  a  "buddy  eye- 

"bo  established  and  the  KF  solditr3  encouraged  to  perform  the  same 
tasb-i  as  their  to  counterparts. 

4.  jinlciyment  of  the  90mm  recoilless  rifle  in  ambush  operations, 

a.  Cbservutlon:  The  90ma  recoilless  rifle  provides  highly  effective 
fire  power  for  amtu3h  operations. 
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b.  Evaluations  Although  tt*a  recolileei  rifle  wee  designed  primarily 
as  an  anti-tank  weapon,  It  has  proven  effective  when  firing  flechette 
(beehive)  amunitlon  in  ambualses.  The  dCtan  recolllesB  rifle  Is  Ideally 
suited  for  lowland  operations  where  tlje  fields  of  fire  are  relatively  flat 
and  clear.  Troop  concentrations  a:.d  eneay  nuppcrting  weapons  (RPG  and  RIB) 
firing  positions  are  appropriate  targets  for  the  weapon.  The  9Cfea  recoil- 
less  rifle  can  be  effectively  utilized  to  engage  a  fleeing  enemy  outside 
the  ambush  killing  zone  and  to  provide  covering  or  suppressive  fires  during 
follow-up  sweeps  of  the  killing  zones.  The  psychological  effset  of  recoil- 
lee  a  rifle  fire  provides  an  advantage  to  the  ambush  force  and  will  often 
enable  an  ambush  party  to  successfully  engage  a  niaserlcaUy  superior  fores. 

c.  Recommendation!  "  h\t  tbs  OQurn  rec.oilless  rifle  should  be  msployed 
during  ambush  ''peretiuna  ir.  t  e  lowland  portion  of  tbs  division  area  of 

operation. 

5.  Use  of  tracer  ammunition. 

a.  Observation i  After  action  evaluations  indicate  that  normal 
techniques  of  fire  fail  to  obtain  a  reae' — his  nusber  of  enemy  kills. 

b.  Evaluation!  The  moat  common  situations  in  which  ensmy  contact 
is  mads  are  night  ambushes  and  meeting  engagements  (trail  watchers  and 
reconnaissance  rice-carrying  parties)  along  trails  within  the  canopy 
area.  Usually,  tbs  enemy  is  fleeing  and,  whan  alerted  to  danger,  he 
becomes  an  ill-defined,  evasive  target.  The  individual  soldier,  when 
engaging  tbs  enemy  during  periods  of  darkness,  has  a  tendency  to  con¬ 
verge  his  fixe  into  the  trace  and  strike  of  machlno  gun  tzaoer  fire. 

c.  Recommendation!  That  normal  techniqueo  of  engaging  a  target 
be  constantly  practiced.  Theae  include  assigning  seetoru  of  fire, 
shooting  low,  utilizing  stable  firing  positions,  the  employment  of 
quick-kill  techniques  and  ssad-autcmatic  fire.  All  of  theae  tech¬ 
niques  must  constantly  bs  stressed.  In  addition,  the  maxim im  use  of 
tracer  asm  unit! on  is  encouraged.  A  high  ratio  of  tracer  to  ball 
ammunition  (H2  to  113)  will  provide  significant  advantages  to  the 
rifleman.  When  the  rifleman  is  this  to  observe  his  own  rounds,  he 
significantly  reduces  tbs  tendency  to  converge  his  firs  with  the 
machine  gun  fire  end  better  covers  his  assigned  sector.  Tracer 
rounds  provide  the  rifleman  with  a  visual  point  of  reference  from 
which  he  can  adjust  Ills  fire.  Also,  by  o beerring  the  tracer  rounds, 
a  fire  tarns  or  squad  leader  can  more  effectively  control  the  fire 
distribution  of  hie  man.  Another  advantage  is  gained  by  the  psych¬ 
ological  Impact  of  tracer  rounds  falling  on  the  enemy  position. 
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6.  Identification  of  pyrotechnics  during  periods  of  reduced  visibility. 

a.  Obaerration:  Darlr;  periods  oT  darkness  or  poor  visibility  it  la 
often  difficult  to  select  the  ennropriately  colored  pyrotechnics  required 
for  rapid  signalling. 

h.  Evaluation :  The  er.pl cynent  of  artificial  light  in  signalling  is 
lihcly  to  disclose  a  sositior.  to  the  enemy,  and  the  confusion  of  battle 
nay  lead  to  an  erroneous  selection,  thereby  causing  incorrect  pyrotech¬ 
nics  to  ho  employed.  The  ratal  T/rotechnlc  shipping  canisters  are  narked 
on  each  on'1  with  raised  letters  indicating  the  tyne  'f  vTotechnlc*  i.e., 

.  ,  .3,  i-.J,  etc.  However,  letters  are  difficult  to  discern  hv  touch; 
n^raover,  the  pyrotechnic  is  seldom  carriod  in  the  canister. 

c.  ^commendation:  That,  in  conjunction  with  prepositionlng  pyrotechnics 
ry  color  groupings,  bands  of  tape  be  pieced  on  the  cylinders,  with 

a  predetermined  number  of  bands  corresponding  to  a  certain  color.  By 
rur.nin'  the  thumb  or  finders  over  the  bands  of  tape,  a  positive  identifi¬ 
cation  can  be  made. 

(U)  Organization.  Kone. 

3.  (U)  Training: 

1.  Training  of  territorial  forces. 

a.  Observation:  h^sponsiveness  of  RF/PF  soldiers  improved  signifi¬ 
cantly  when  training  was  conducted  in  the  vicinity  of  the  soldiers'  home 
village  and  vrhen  approximately  if  hours  were  allowed  for  real  vreie  ration. 

h.  Evaluation:  Effectiveness  of  F"/F?  training  improved  significantly 
under  the  conditions  described  above.  Response  by  troops  of  the  17th  and 
221st  RF  companies  was  such  that,  following  a  period  of  training,  the 
units  were  successfully  deployed  into  the  canopy  to  rarticipate  in  combined 
U3/3VTT  operations. 

c.  recommendation:  That  local  customs,  habits  and  characteristics 
be  closely  observed  and  incorporated,  when  possible,  into  RF/FT  training 
nrograns. 


2.  Availability  of  raedic-.l  personnel. 

a.  Observati-n:  During  saturation  type  operations,  sufficient  medical  aidmac 
are  not  always  available  to  administer  immediate  medical  treatment. 
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b.  Evaluation:  Saturation  operut.l'  ns  which  enphaalze  fire  team  and  squad 
operations  create  a  situation  whereby  the  four  medical  ilihsn  normally  attached 
to  a  rifle  company  cannot  always  provide  immediate  medical  attention 
to  all  personnel.  The  dlsoerslon  of  3m;  11  units  makes  it  highly  im¬ 
practical  for  a  medical  aittean  to  move  to  the  site  of  every  emerge  nay.  Additional 
HOB  qualified  pmreonnel  ere  not  available  to  resolve  this  potential  prohlw, 

o«  Rac emendation  1  That  selected  personnel  within  each  patrol  bm  given 
intensive  medical  training  under  the  supervision  of  the  company  a i chan. 

j'locial  medical  bays  ("ready  bags")  should  be  equipped  with  sufficient 
medical  supplies  to  treat  common  wounds  :  r.  J  injuries  “nd  should  be  carried 
by  the  snecinlly  trained  infantrymen/'nedics" , 

F.  (U)  Logistics:  IFR  Test  drops. 

1.  Pbservati'n:  A  t^sb  of  aerial  resu  1  ly  techniques  under  IFR 
conditions  ’was  initiated  in  response  to  a  need  for  an  all-weather  emer¬ 
gency  resupoly  capability. 

2.  Evaluation:  Tests  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  ground  control 
radar  to  guide  resupoly  aircraft  to  desired  drop  rones  have  been  initiated. 
Initial  results  indicate  that  the  technique  is  feasible  and  will  improve 
the  division's  capability  tc  deliver  or  arrange  the  delivery  of  emergency 
supplies  to  isolated  units  during  pcrlr’,3  of  poor  weather. 

3.  Keconmendation:  That  the  IFR  supply  drop  evaluation  be  continued. 

G.  (C)  Communications. 

1 .  VHF  Capability  for  flrebases. 

a.  Observation:  Organic  FK  radios  are  inndecurte  to  supoort  communi¬ 
cation  requirements  for  operational  and  administrative  activities. 

b.  Evaluation:  Non  tactical  radio  traffic  overloaded  FM  radio  nets 
established  by  battalions  on  flrebases  an-'  'egrsded  the  capability  of  the 
nets  to  meet  operational  traffic  requirements.  To  reduce  the  traffic 
over  FM  nets,  the  501st  Signal  Battalion  installed  four-channel  VHF 
systems.  Three  of  the  charnels  ware  allocated  to  the  infantry  battalions 
and  one  wa3  allocated  to  the  direct  support  artillery  battery.  In  addition 
to  reducing  FM  traffic,  the  VHF  system  nrovides  a  reliable  bock-up  com¬ 
munications  capability. 

c.  Recommendation:  That  four  channel  VHF  systems  continue  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  to  the  maxiaun  extent  on  flrebases. 
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T.  Communications  during  artillery  r-lds. 

a.  Observation:  During  artil  I  ry  raids  into  the  A  Shau  Vnl]ey, 
reliable  FM  connunicaticns  were  c.*  icujt  tc  maintain. 

b.  Evaluation:  Che  1 1  ne-of-si qht  characteristics  and  rnee  of  Fti 

radios  moke  it  difficult  to  establish  reliable  comrmni cction3  when 
operating  in  mountainous  areas.  As  a  result,  aircraft  radio  relays 
are  fre-uently  required  to  maintain  comunications. 

c.  t  scommend.nti  :  That  units  conducting  artillery  raids  make 

r.  :  irtum  use  of  fT.C'’4  radios  to  maintain  co-  unicatlons  vrith  the 
controlling  headquarters. 

H,  (U)  tlaterial.  None 

I.  (V)  Other. 

1.  (U)  Chemical. 

a.  Observation:  a  requirement  exists  for  a  flame  consumable  con¬ 
tainer  to  replace  55 -gallon  metal  drums. 

b.  Evaluation:  Employment  of  bulk  flame  dro~s  -n  landing  zones, 
utilizing  metal  55*3alhon  drums,  results  in  an  aviation  safety  hazard 
created  by  the  residual  debris  from  the  drum.  A  consumable  container 
v'hieh  would  leave  no  debris  would  eliminate  tho  problem.  To  be  effective, 
the  flame  drop  containers  should  have  a  capacity  of  at  least  55 

wallens  of  thickened  fuel  (mogns  or  JPA).  Ho  suitable  container  has 
been  found  in  supply  channels,  a  request  for  procurement  under  the  fcsure 
program  is  being  submitted. 

c.  Recommendation:  That  a  flame  consumable  container  be  developed 
or  procured  for  use  on  flame  drops. 

2.  (U)  Psychological  Ooerations.  Employment  of  aerial  broadcast  systems. 

a.  Observation:  Utilization  of  100r-viatt  aerial  broadcast  equip¬ 
ment  requires  special  employment  considerations. 

b.  Evaluation:  employment  of  the  broadcasting  system  in  mountainous 
terrain  during  low  level  flight  results  in  a  fragmentation  of  the  broad¬ 
cast  sound  waves.  Dispersion  of  the  waves  is  also  caused  by  rctor  wash 
and  results  in  interrupted  broadcasts.  The  undesirable  effects  of 
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terrain  and  rotor  wash  oan  be  minimi tad  by  use  of  the  following  techniques 
(l)  Maintain  air  speed  of  60  knots. 

(?)  Maintain  altitude  between  9™  nd  1200  feet  above  ground. 

Over  level  terrain,  the  upner  limit  mey  be  increased  to  1500  feet. 

(3)  Execute  40  second  right  hand  orbits. 

(4)  tlaintain  1000  meter  distance  from  the  target. 

c.  Faco~raendotion:  That  commanders  employing  aerial  broadcasts 
Jtilixing  the  1000  watt  system  follow  the  techniques  listed  above  to 
achieve  maximum  effect  in  the  target  area.

(a)  Caution  should  be  axereiaed  to  preclude  accidental  activation  of 
Moke  cannlater  Inside  aircraft.  Another  possible  means  of  delivery  is  to 
wing  drop  the  moke  and/or  aansora. 

(b)  the  220th  Reconnaissance  Airplane  Company  (RAC)  devoted  consid¬ 
erable  effort  to  perfecting  thia  method  of  ground  sensor  implantation.  They 
discovered  that  approximately  1000  feet  la  the  beat  drop  altitude.  Dropping 
at  lover  altitudes  doss  not  prorlds  sufficient  time  for  the  sensor  to  stabi¬ 
lise  prior  to  ground  impact.  Stabilisation  must  be  achieved  as  the  sensor 
will  self  deetruct  if  it  strikes  the  ground  at  more  than  a  40  degree  angle 
fros:  the  vertical.  One  problem  encountered  when  dropping  from  1000  feet  ver¬ 
sos  dropping  from  500  to  700  fsst  is  drift  of  the  sensor.

To  compensate  for  the  drift,  one  aircraft  overflies  the 
drop  sone  and  drops  make,  permitting  the  sensor  drop  aircraft  to  observe  and 
make  necessary  flight  path  adjustments  prior  to  dropping  the  sensors. 

(2)  Para  B2,  page  53,  hffect  of  TPS  25  Radar  on  Portable  Equipment. 
Recommend  that  a  study  be  conducted  by  qualified  technical  personnel  to  de¬ 
termine  minimum  separation  distances  and/or  specific  Biting  restrictions. 

(3)  Pars  Cl,  page  54,  Land  nine  blast  protection  of  -fc  ton  vehicle 
passengers,  in  Improved  method  is  required  to  provide  blast  protection  for 
personnel  riding  in  the  front  seats  of  i  tan  vehicles.

1,  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  January  1970  from  Headquarters,  101st 
Airborne  Division  (Airmobile)  and  concurs  with  the  comments  of  indorsing 
headquarters, 

2,  (C)  Comments  follow: 

a.  (c)  Reference  item  concerning  "Kew  Techniques",  page  48,  paragraph 
L3.  These  three  techniques  are  indicative  of  both  the  versatility  of  the 
C’H-4?  and  the  flexibility  of  helicopter  employment.  The  continual  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  techniques  of  helicopter  employment  contributes  signif icantly 

to  the  capabilities  of  Army  aviation. 

b.  (c)  Reference  item  concerning  "Sensor  Emplacement",  page  53* 
paragraph  31,  and  paragraph  2a(l),  1st  Indorsement:  concur.  This  head¬ 
quarters  is  presently  examining  techniques  of  sensor  delivery  to  include 
which  aircraft  are  most  suitable  and  what  additional  equipment  is  required. 
Recommendations  for  the  employment  of  Army  aircraft  in  the  sensor  delivery 
role  are  being  developed.  The  particular  technique  described  in  the  evaluation 
Is  being  examined.  Item  will  be  included  in  next  issue  of  USARY  Combat 
Intelligence  Lessons.  No  action  by  DA  or  USARPAC  is  recommended. 

c.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  "Effect  of  TPS25  Radar  on 
Portatale' Equipment" ,  page  53,  paragraph  32:  concur.  Although  use  of  radar 
in  conjunction  with  sensor  equipment  enhances  the  intelligence-  gathering 
effort,  care  must  be  taken  to  ensure  against  negation  due  to  electronic^ 
interference.  Item  will  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  next  issue  of  U3ARV 
Combat  Intelligence  Lessons,  This  item  is  being  forwarded  to  KACV  for  consideration. 

d.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  "Quick  Reaction  Intelligence  Data
